the Reno divorce colony, says a Reno, 


Nevada, dispatch to the New York 


Telegram. 
With the advent of the 


new year Nevada lost its last bid for 
notoriety, and Reno as the divorce 
center of the universe disappeared. 
The amendment to the divorce laws 
fixing the Lgal residence in Nevada 
at one year instead of six months be­ 
came operative. 
The divorce “evil” 
has passed away almost as quietly 
and effectively as legalized gambling 
passed away three years ago. 
Predictions that the loss of the di­ 
vorce business want Id spell ruin for 
tho merchants of Reno is net borne 
out by the facts. 
It has occasioned 
no more commercial unrest than fol- 
inweP in the wake of the departing 
gambler. 
At that time much of Re- 
re's famous night life disappeared 
with Hie passing 
of 
the 
roulette 
wheel, the faro layout, ehnck-a-luok, 
craps and the score of other gambling 
games ami devices. 
What remains of revelry—the bril­ 
liantly lighted cafes, tamale parlors, 
roadhouses 
and 
such—is tottering. 
Tin* Reno of old is no more. 
It has 
3>een gradually passing away for six 
months. 
Even the prize fight law 
allowing 
finish 
contests in Nevada 
was knocked out by the last legisla­ 
ture. 


How 
Reno Became Divorce Capital. 
Nevada never made a hid for the 
divorce business 
of 
the 
world. 
A 
shrewd lawyer, afterward disbarred, 
made the discovery which led to the 
gathering of the mismated in Reno, 
i Ic seems that Nevada, although the 
fourth largest state in point of area, 
is really the smallest in matter of 
population. 
This 
population, 
com­ 
posed mostly of miners, was con­ 
stantly on the move. 
As 
a 
new 
mining camp was selected the miners 
pulled stakes and made their way to 
the 
untrammeled 
field. 
They re­ 
mained on one location but a short 
period, so in the days when Nevada 
was a territory the constitution pro­ 
vided that six months should consti­ 
tute a legal residence. 
This law remained unchanged for 
many years. 
One of the first to take 
advantage of the six montns’ resi­ 
dence requirements was Mrs. W. E. 
Corey, wife of the president of the 
steel trust. 
Her 
presence 
focused 
eyes upon Reno and its possibilities 
for quick divorce, so when Nat Good­ 
win of theatrical fame followed to 
gain freedom from Maxine Elliott all 
the world took notice. 
Reno became 
the 
Mecca 
where 
broken hearts could be mended with 
neatness 
and 
dispatch. 
The little 
desert city of ten thousand took on 
new* life. 
A motley collection of per­ 
oxide 
blondes 
and fascinating bru­ 
nettes commenced to pour into the 
Nevada metropolis. Hotels were filled 
to 
overflowing; 
apartment 
houses 
sprang up like mushrooms. 
Restau­

and the residents of Reno affected 
extreme styles like the divorcees who 
paraded the main street of the city.

It was this looseness with wnich di­ 
vorce proceedings were allowed to 
progress in Reno tHat finally aroused 
amidic feeling and the women of the 
community, fearful of the example 
which the more brazen, members of 
the divorce colony set before the eyes 
of their song and daughters, took up 
the light which resulted in the moral 
wave sweeping the colony out of ex­ 
istence. 
There were champagne orgies in 
the colony cafe, disgraceful affairs at 
roadhouses, mysterious dances which 
w« ut beyond the limit of decency, 
and a flaunting of vice and indecency 
which resulted in an organized ef­ 
fort upon the part of the mothers of 
Reno to correct the evil. 
Divorcees registered at the Univer­ 
sity of Nevada, 
taking 
up 
special 
courses. 
They invaded the social life 
of the city and caused dissension in 
many homes. 
One banker sent his 
son away from the city to protect 
him from the influence of the colony 
queens. 
Scandals stirred 
the 
city. 
Husbands were showing too much at­ 
tention to women sojourners in Reno. 
Finally husbands were brought up 
with a round turn. Lawyers, clergy­ 
men, politicians and 
laboring 
men 
were forced into the movement to 
abolish the colony. 
Some came will­ 
ingly, others reluctantly. 
The fight 
was carried to the polls, and in Reno, 
the heart of the divorce business in 
Nevada, a farmer 
with 
a 
flowing 
beard was elected state senator over 
\V. D. Jones, a lawyer, and the au­ 
thor of the “Timeloek” divorce law, 
which made physical residence of six 
months all that was necessary in ob­ 
taining freedom from galling matri­ 
monial bonds. 
The lower house of 
the 
state 
legislature 
passed 
an 
amendment to the lax divorce laws, 
the tipper house pushed it through al­ 
most 
unanimously, 
and 
Governor 
Tasker L. Oddie, himself a divorcee, 
signed the hill.

^he time when Mrs. Corey came to 
get freedom, it would embrace the 
names of men and women whom the 
newspapers have made illustrious.

di­ 
vorced Scott Hollins McKitn, a New 
York society man, 
later 
marrying 
Alfred 
Vanderbilt. 
Other 
widely 
widely known persons were Philip H. 
Dodge, president of the Mergenthaler 
Linotype company; Mrs. Henry Hutt, 
he artist’s wife, whom he once said 
was more beautiful than the Venus 
Ie Milo; R. M. Buffington, a wealthy 
manufacturer; Courtland Mashie, for­ 
mer New York broker; Mrs. Louise 
Kri*)s, wife of Victor Herbert, and 
Charles 
O’Connor, 
a 
millionaire 
wholesale millinery dealer of Indian­ 
apolis, who purchased a ranch near 
Reno and invited the divorce judge 
to visit him there as proof of his 
assertion that he was a bona fide res 
ident of the state. 
With the passing of the divorce 
colony the number of attorneys in 
Reno has diminished. 
The city is 
accustoming itself to the new order 
of things, greater interest is being 
taken in its institutions and a new 
Reno is in the process of develop­ 
ment.
